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Secondary Considerations 
The CAFC has said that where present, secondary considerations relating to 
nonobviousness must be considered. Tn the case of Stratoflex, Inc. v. Aeroquip Corp.) 71 3 
F.2d 1530, 1535, 218 USPQ 871, 876 (Fed. Cir. 1983), the CAFC said: 

[E]vidence of secondary considerations may often be the most 
probative and cogent evidence in the record. It may often establish that 
an invention appearing to have been obvious in light of the prior art was 
not. It is to be considered as part of all the evidence, not just when the 
decisionmaker remains in doubt after reviewing the art. 

Stratoflex, 713 F.2d at 1538, 218 USPQ at 879. 

Applicant encloses herewith a photocopy of an advertisement showing that competitors 
are beginning to copy applicant's inventive design, in which a scent-dampening liner is 
provided in a portable enclosure, to mask the scent of a hunter or naturalist. This ad expressly 
states, "Sure, other blinds offer scent control. This statement provides evidence that this 
competitor is aware of applicant's commercial product and has jumped on the idea of a 
hunting blind having a scent-dampening ljner, after it saw applicants innovative product. 

Copying is further evidence of secondary considerations showing the non-obviousness of 
applicant's claimed invention. 

Conclusion 

Applicant respectfully suggeststhat none offhe references of tcwrdr^Wsi^red" 
either singly or in any combination, teach applicant's invention, as presently claimed, and 
that further, skill generally available in the art would not lead to a person of ordinary skill to 
create applicant's claimed invention, using the references of record. 

Applicant respectfully suggests that as presently amended, all of the pending claims 
are believed to be allowable. 

No new matter has been added by the present amendment. 
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For all of the above mentioned reasons,, applicant requests reconsideration and 
Withdrawal of the rejection of record, and allowance of all the pending claims.
